Austin, Texas,'July 11.—Laws that 


'are calculated to turn things in the 
Lone Star State more or less topsy- 
turvy for the time being will*, come in- 
to operation at midnight tonight: 


The new law of which the country 


at large has probably heard the most 
is the Robertson "'act, which' requires 
foreign- insurance 
companies 
doing 


business in. Texas-to''deposit 75 per 
cent o£ the reserves on Texas business 
in state depositories. It also requires 
a.'tax ot 1 per cent on gross premi- 
ums collected: As/ a result ot this law 
two-thirds ot the big insurance' com- 
panies doing business in Texas have 
already withdrawn from the state and 
the rest will probably do -likewise be- 
fore December 31, on which date the 
first Investment and deposit required 
by the law must be made. 
/ 


Several other new laws are of a 


more or less radical nature and have 
attracted widespread attention. One 
of these ia an'anti-pass law ^.and an- 
other places more stringent 
regula- 


tions onHhe sale of liquor In Texas. 
Still another requires that 
all pro- 


prietors ot. hotels, sleeping cara and 


other places for '.the a'ceommodation o£ 
the traveling public;shall furnish top 
sheets' hot" less-'than;' nine feet jja 
length and provides a penalty "for 
fail- 


ure to comply with.- tie-law.
